600 Farmers To Grow 
Ky. 31 Fescue Seed 

More than 600 farmers will 
produce seed of the much-talked- 
about Ky. 31 fescue grass this 
year, according to an announce- 
ment of the Kentucky Seed Im- 
provement Association at Lexing- 
ton. The association issued the 
following warning about farmers 
accepting other grasses as substi- 
tutes for fescue 31: * 

"Ky. 31 fescue has no substi- 
tute. It has been reported to this 
office by county agents and 
farmers that seed of Alta fescue is 
in Kentucky and being offered for 
sale to Kentucky farmers as a 
substitute for Ky. 31 fescue. Coun- 
ty agents and farmers should bear 
in mind that there is no substitute 
for Ky. 31 fescue. Dr. E. N. 
Fergus advised us that Ky. 31 
fescue has produced more herbage 
than Alta fescue in two trials 
where the two. were compared in 
Kentucky. He thinks Ky. 31 fes- 
cue is possibly more palatable 
than Alta fescue since It has been 
reported from trials in some of 
the northern states that Alta fes- 
cue was not so palatable. Dr. 
Fergus also states that there is a 
difference in the looks of the two 
strains in the spring of the year 
while they are similar in appear- 
ance at some other times of the 
year. • 

"Ky. 31 fescue has proved its 
worth in numerous trials under a 
great variation of conditions 
throughout the state of Kentucky 
while Alta fescue has not been 
extensively tested throughout the 
state. Ky. 31 fescue is the only 
variety or strain of fescue that 
is eligible for certification in Ken- 
tucky. There are a lot of other 
fescues but there is only one Ky. 
31 fescue. Ky. 31 fescue cannot 
be certified if grown within 10 
rods of Alta fescue or any other 
strain of tall fescue." '

Retards Sprouting 

Plant hormone chemicals, 
iprayed on potatoes put In storage, 
will retard sprouting and prevent 
losses in market value. One gram 
per bushel of the hormone (methyl 
ester of alpha naphthaleneacetic 
acid) is necessary. Since such a 
small amount is required. It Is 
usually mixed with some other 
material before being applied. 
Shredded or confetti paper may be 
Impregnated with a solution and 
then distributed over the potatoes, 
carrots, beets or other root crops 
In storage. The chemical, in liquid 
form, may be applied In a very 
fine spray with a paint gun or 
other atomizer. A dust has also been 
developed. 



Clothes Dryers 

New automatic clothes dryers are 
slightly over a yard high, a little 
less than a yard wide, and about 
28 inches deep, and covered in por- 
celain enamel. To clean the outside 
of the dryer. Just wash with soap 
and water as you do your refrigera- 
tor and other enameled surfaces. 
To use the dryer, turn on the gas 
or electric heat and set the Indica- 
tor for the length of time you want 
the dryer to run. The average load 
takes from 15 to 25 minutes). The 
cylinder inside rolls over, and over, 
tumbling the olothes around, so that 
they dry fluffy and practically un- 
creased.

New Hormone Gives Relief 
In Stomach Ulcer Cases 

CHICAGO. — Development of a 
new hormone which scientists hope 
will heal stomach ulcers and also i 
prevent their recurrence has been 
announced by Dr. Andrew C. Ivy. 
Chicago physiologist. 

The hormone, known as entergas- 1 
trone, is derived from the intestinal | 
tracts of hogs and was developed I 
at Northwestern university, where I 
Dr. Ivy formerly headed the depart- 
ment of physiology. 

Dr. Ivy said that the hormone has 
been used in the treatment of peptic 
ulcers "in scores of cases and the 
results are sufficiently encouraging 
to show this method of attack is 
worthy of further study." 

Dr. Ivy, who now Is executive 
vice president of the professional 
schools of the University of Illinois 
In Chicago, has spent several years 
studying the ulcer problem. 

"Approximately 1,500,000 persons 
In the United States develop peptic 
ulcers during any 10-year period," 
he writes in the current issue of 
the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal association. 

"The problem of the peptic ulcer 
challenges medical science today be- 
cause among the chronic diseases it 
ranks 10th as a cause of death and 
12th as a cause of days lost from 
v-ork. 

"The death rate per 100.000 (per- 
sons, presumably) in the United 
States from peptic ulcer has In- 
creased from 2.7 in 1900 to 6.8 in

It is my opinion that 
if reductions in the budget were 
seriously and studiously under- 
taken, all three points Secretary 
Snyder features could be achieved, 
and we could still obtain at the 
real reduction in 

income taxes, 

Comparatively high taxes we 
nust have. The cost of national 
living, in times of peace but 
imidst quarrelsome and aggres- 
sive neighbors, may continue to 
run high.

the fertilizer should be put 
furrow, below the seed pieces. 

A seed piece should have at 
least one good eye, but more im- 
portant than the number of eyes 
is the size of the piece planted, 
for on this depends the vigor of 
the sprout. 

Experiments have established 
that an adequate weight is IV* 
ounces, with the eye located at 
the far edge from the stem of the 
seed potato. So situated, the eye 
can best draw all the driving 
)wer the seed piece contains. 
Cultivation should be complete 
enough to uproot all the weeds, 
but not deep enough ever to reach 
the roots. The soil's surface 
should be kept level. 

Hilling, "laying-by" is quite 
unnecessary, except possibly to 
close soil cracks the tubers may 
make. Worse, it may be decidedly 
harmful, as ridges dry out more 
rapidly than level soil. At * 
it is labor wasted. 

More information on growing 
potatoes will be found in Ken- 
tucky Circular 307, which may be 
had at offices of county agents 
or home demonstration agents, or 
from the Experiment Station at 
Lexington. 

Fanners Expected To 

Plant Less Tobacco' 

Kentucky farmers, according 
the Crop Reporting Board of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
intend to plant a slightly smaller 
total acreage in crops for 1947 
than was planted in 1946. The 
'tended acreage is also about 
two and one-half per cent below 
the ten-year (1936-45) average. 

The principal decrease in acre- 
age is for tobacco. In line with 
the sharp reduction in acreage 
allottments, Burley acreage in 
Kentucky is expected to be cut to 
295,000 acres, a decrease of 14 per 
cent from the 343,000 acres har- 
vested last year but 3 per cent 
above the ten-year average of 
286,000 acres. 

Acreages of other types of to- 
bacco grown in Kentucky are 
expected to be unchanged from 
last year for types 24, 35 and 36 
and 5 per cent larger for type 22 
and 11 per cent larger for type 23. 

Kentucky's intended corn acre- 
age of 2,253,000 acres is the same 
as that planted in 1946 but is 13 
per cent below the 1936-45 aver- 
All hay acreage in the State is 
expected to increase from 1,827,- 
000 acres last year to 1,845,000 for 
1947. The ten-year average for 
Kentucky was 1,591,000

well-tended, well-fed vegetable plot 
Is a thing of beauty, with its straight 
rows of upright plants, in varying 
tones of green. It delights the heart 
of its possessor to look upon it 

But In the eyes of the visiting city 
friend It may be even more beauti- 
ful, if among the vegetable plants 
and along the paths and bounda- 
ries, flowers have been skilfully 

Flowers like to grow in a vege- 
table garden. They like the sun- 
shine, the regular watering, abun- 
dant room, the clean cultivation. 
These are conditions rarely found 
in crowded borders, too often over- 
shaded. This is so true that many 
flower specialists, who start out 
growing their favorites in decora- 
tive borders, for landscape effect, 
soon abandon this method in favor 
of straight rows, which are so easy 
to keep clear of weeds, t 
and fertilize, and which insi 
plant an abundance of root-iuum. 

Instead of seeking landscape ef- 



plants, and ideal flowers 

usually cut and carried Into the 
house to enjoy. Much the same at- 
titude should govern the amateur 
who selects flowers to grow in vege- 
table garden rows. They should be 
"- kind that make fine cut flowers, 
wing upright on strong, long 
ms. These will keep their proper 
place, and will not interfere with 
cultivating. 

On the boundaries of the garden, 
and bordering the paths, sprawling 
plants can be grown, but keep them 
out of the row section. The plan 
which accompanies this discussion 
shows an attractive way to lay out 
the vegetable plot. Alyssum and 
petunias are used for bo:d,T plant- 
ing; bachelor buttons, c;illi....sis and 
giant zinnias for row . i lantintf. 
These are all excellent subjects for 
the purpose, and should bo included 
in any planting, but there are many 
other annual flowers from which 
you may choose, in order in adapt 
the same idea to your own garden.
